SOVIET BLOC ACTIVITIES 


1, Unsolicited propaganda of Hungarian origin (Norfolk, Virginia) 

On two occasions during May, 1963, a former Hungarian national, who 
presently occupies a responsible position, advised of the receipt of 
literature mailed from Hungary, where certain of his close relatives 
continue to reside, 

A pictorial-type magazine called "HUNGARIAN NEVIS" attempted to 
illustrate that present day Hungary enjoys a very high cultural and 
scientific standing. One section was devoted to amnesty procedures 
for political prisoners and exiles. A small brochure listed Hungarian 
authors and their works. 

Source reasoned that his name and address were obviously obtained 
either through the exchange of correspondence with his relatives or due 
to past communication with the Hungarian Embassy concerning a family 
legal matter. 

Comment : 

It is noteworthy that a news article dated 10 May 1961, entitled 
"HUNGARIANS LIVING IN U.S. FLOODED BY RED PROPAGANDA," indicated that 
Hungarians living in the United States were then being subjected to 
an extensive propaganda campaign through letters mailed to them from 
their homeland.

A major Marine Corps command tin th^ Fiftfi Naval District reported

New Orleans, Louisiana, which contained an assortment of printed matter, 
primarily of an anti-Semitic nature. 

The propaganda package contained the 1 March 1963 and l£ February 
1963 editions of the anti-Semitic newspaper "COMMON SENSE, 11 published 
by the CHRISTIAN EDUCATIONAL ASSOCIATION of Union, New Jersey, The 
1 March edition closely follows the previously-expressed anti-Semitic 
line of "COMMON SENSE" in that it is alleged that a "Secret Government" 
controlled by Jewish elements exists in the United States, Profiles are 
presented of the so-called members of the "Secret Government" in an sf 

effort to show the responsible positions they occupy in all branches of 
the government. The newspaper further utilizes this information in an />/<? 

effort to create opposition to the present administration, ✓ f !' ' 

The 15> February newspaper carries the headline "KENNEDY IN DEEP ' 

WATER" in an article criticizing the administration's handling of/the 
Cuban situation, with particular reference to the Bay of Pigs invasion,

A mimeographed letter published by PRAY, signed by 
(Founder), is devoted in entirety to vigorous criticism of the United 
Nations, The record of the UN is presented as one of complete failure 
in its undertakings, with the recommendation that letters be written to 
governors, mayors. Senators and Congressmen in an effort to abolish the 
UN. 


Another mimeographed letter under the sponsorship of FRAY is concerned 
exclusively vrith a condemnation of the Communist movement. It is indicated 
that the decline of Communism in the United States began in late 1962, with 
the current political trend favoring "Conservative" candidates. It is 
predicted that in I 96 U the "Conservatives" will win 10 to 20 Senate seats 
and UO to 5>0 House seats, 

A leaflet published by PRAY purports to represent an uncut copy of 
what was proposed as an advertisement for distribution on 1$ September 
1961, In brief, it continues the organization's denunciation of the UN, 
which is described as "Russian-controlled" and exposes certain Communist 
conspiracies in the radio-television field in the United States, 

The advertisement solicits membership at the rate of $2,00 per month. 
Those who do not plan to join PRAY are encouraged to become affiliated 
with such organizations as the CHRISTIAN ANTI-COIMJNIST CRUSADE, CINEMA 
EDUCATIONAL GUILD and JOHN BIRCH SOCIETY, A subscription application 


for the newspaper "COMMON SENSE" also appeared in the package. 

Various other pieces of literature contained in the package are 
readily interpreted as supporting the issues mentioned above. For the 
most part, the literature consisted of re-prints of articles published 
under the by-line of such authors as Victor RIESEL and William KIRK. 

Other recommended reading material consists of small brochures published 
by THE FACT FINDER, Chicago, Illinois, CINEMA EDUCATIONAL GUILD, INC., 
Hollywood, California, THE WHITE SENTINEL, Ft. Lauderdale, Florida, and 
news-sheets published by FREEDOM CENTER, Portland, Oregon and HUMAN EVENTS, 
Washington, D. C.

PACIFIST MOVEMENT 


1. Women Strike for Peace (Washington, D. C.) 

A "Letter to the Editor," signed by Dagmar WILSON, leader of WOMEN. 
STRIKE FOR PEACE, appeared in the 12 May 1963 edition of The Sun, Baltimore 
Maryland. Mrs. WILSON indicated the recent impasse at Geneva causes her 
to wonder whether this generation will be the last on earth. 

Continuing, Mrs. WILSON stated it is now known that Strontium 90 
released by nuclear testing destroys life even before it can be bornj that 
if there are new rounds of testing, - our children cannot escape this steril¬ 
ization nor can children anywhere in the i-rorld. 

In a final plea to stop the resumption of nuclear testing, Mrs. WILSON 
emphasized that the decision rests in the hands of President Kennedy and 
Premier Khrushchev, who are asked to put the continuance of the human race 
before all other considerations. 

On 16 May 1963 another "Letter to the Editor," signed by Gertrude SEIF, 
reported that fifteen women representing BALTIMORE WOMEN STRIKE FOR PEACE 
and WOMEN'S INTERNATIONAL LEAGUE FOR PEACE AND FREEDOM participated in a 
"MOTHERS* LOBBY FOR A TEST BAN TREATY" in Washington on 7 May 1963. The 
letter was critical of The Sun for failing to publicize the affair. The 
remainder of the letter concerned the elimination of nuclear testing. 

Comment: 

It is significant that Gertrude SEIF, once prominently involved in the 
affairs of the COMMUNIST PARTY, USA (District of Maryland - D. C.), 
continues to play an active role in the local peace movement.
